Here’s how the VU. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce explains the 
situation from latest reports in 
its possession; 

Italy furnished a_ substantial 
part of Germany’s needs of fresh 
fruits and vegetables plus some 
minerals—especially mercury, 
bauxite and sulphur from Eu- 
rope’s greatest producer, Sicily. 

“Normally Italy’s imports from 
Germany greatly exc the ex- 
port trade,” the department said. 

Italy also gave man power to 
German agriculture and_  indus- 
try—more than 300,000 workers 
in 194] and -up to an estimated 
400,000 recently. 

When Mussolini’s legions enter- 
ed the war by marching into 
France in the spring of 1941, these 
materials became _ increasingly 
scarce because war cut off the 
country’s overseas trade: 


Cotton, wool, petroleum, scrap 
iron, rubber, copper, nickel and 
coal. Germany had to furnish 
Italy about 1,000,000 tons of coal 
a month to run her industries and 
also was thought to be an impor- 
tant factor in keeping Italian 
metallurgical plants active. 

But Italy’s greatest problem was 
getting food with which to feed 
her armed forces and furnish 
proper nourishment to her war 
workers. 

Even in peacetime Italy had to 
import about 5 per cent of her 
consumption of corn, 3,500,000 
bushels of barley to supplement 
10,000,000 produced, 15 per cent of 
oats and 7 per cent of rye. Con-

Sales Quota 
System Faces 


Milk Dealers 


By OVID A. MARTIN. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—(/)— 
The War Food Administration 
announced today that sales of 
fluid milk will be consolidated 
under a system of dealer quotas 
designed to limit civilian con- 
sumption to levels of recent 
months in order to maintain pro- 
duction of essential manufactured 
dairy products. 

Under the system, milk sales 
areas will be established and dis- 
tributors will be assigned quotas 
which will represent the maxi- 
mum sales and deliveries of fluid 
milk, cream, and fluid milk prod- 
ucts that they may make. 

Separate quotas also may be 
applied to deliveries to various 
classes of purchasers such as 
wholesale outlets, retail stores, 
restaurants, homes, etc. 

Details of the program will 
vary in each area in accordance 
with the local supply situation. 
Officials said they anticipated, 
however, that in most instances 
quotas will be set at approximate- 
ly the quantity of fluid milk sold 
in recent months. 


Some Reductions. 

Sales of cream and fluid milk 
by-products, such as skim milk, 
buttermilk, flavored milk drinks 
and cottage cheese, may be re- 
duced somewhat below current or 
recent levels 

Sales to hospitals, pregnant and 
nursing mothers and young chil- 
dren wil) take precedence over 
other demands. Home consump- 
tion needs also will come ahead 
of those of public eating places. 

The control program will be put 
into effect first in areas of heavy 
urban population where the milk 
supply problem is most critical 
and will be extended to other 
areas as administrative facilities 
permit. 

The WFA said dealers’ quotas 
basec on the current rate of de- 
liveries to .civilian outlets would 
permit consumers to purchase 
more milk than they consumed in 
1942 and considerably more than 
in prewar years, but not as much 
as they apparently would buy if 
ample supplies were available. 

Use Expanding. 

Consumption of fluid milk has 
been expanding at such a rate, of- 
ficials said, that the production 
of butter, cheese, evaporated and 
dried milk products needed for 
war as well as civilian purposes 
was seriously threatened. 

The WFA said that if the quota 
system does not succeed consumer 
rationing of fluid milk may be- 
come necessary. It stated, how- 
ever, that officials desire to avoid 
rationing if possible because of its 
extreme complexity. 

Boundaries of the milk sales 
areas will be designated by the di- 
rector of food distribution, who 
also will appoint market agents 
to administer the programs for 
each area or group of areas. Ad- 
ministrative expenses will be met 
by an assessment on milk han- 
diers. 

Sales of fluid milk and milk 
products to the armed forces and 
to designated governmental agen- 
cies will be exempt from quotas.

Archbishop Schrembs 


Critically Ill at Cleveland 


CLEVELAND, Sept. 8.—(#)— 
Archbishop Joseph Schrembs, 77, 
bishop of the Cleveland Catholic 
diocese, was reported in extreme- 
ly critical condition today at St. 
John's hospital. Attendants said 
he had a “very poor” night. 

Ailing nearly two years, the 
archbishop suffered a_ relapse 
more than a week ago. The hos- 
pital reported his condition was 
made critical by complications of 
uremia and high blood pressure. 


This disclosure was made today 
by General Douglas MacArthur’s 
headquarters which pointed out 
that the enemy by thus rehabili- 
tating his badly battered air forces 
in New Guinea and in the Solo- 
mons, is “becoming weakened and 
vulnerable to air penetration in 
other theaters.” 

Japs Lose 21 Planes. 

The Japanese, who have lost 
more than 400 planes recently in 
Néw Guinea and more than 500 
since August 1 over the Solomons, 
lost 21 more for certain and nine 
others probably in operations re- 
ported in today’s communique 
against the loss of only five Allied 
planes. 

News from the ground front 
was of a limited character. North- 
east of Lae, Australians who pre- 
viously had been reported within 
five miles of that air base moved 
ahead, meeting resistance only 
from minor Japanese patrols. 
Northwest of Lae, American para- 
troopers who landed in the Mark- 
ham valley and seized an airstrip, 
consolidated their position. 

Sharp Fighting. 

The pressure below Lae on Sal- 
amaua was maintained, with 
sharp fighting at Bobdubi, five 
miles south of that air base. 

At Lae, where Japanese strong- 
points have been pounded into 
ruins in repeated heavy air at- 
tacks, 96 more tons of explosives 
have been dropped, headquarters 
reported. 

Twenty Japanese planes appear- 
ed over the Darwin, Australia, 
area and 14 were downed or dam- 
aged. 

In the Solomons, the American 
Air Force made a heavy raid on 
southern Bougainville, site of the 
big enemy air base of Kahili. Five 
enemy planes were downed dur- 
ing the raid.

Davison s Basement 
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Nazi-Held Europe 
Bombed for 7th Day 


By GLADWIN HILL. 

LONDON, Sept. 8.—(AP)—The Allied aerial pincers on 
beleaguered German Europe closed tighter today as Italy ca- 
pitulated and Britain-based bombers, operating in close con- 
cert with the Mediterranean drive, continued their intensive 
hammering of enemy air fields and communications in the 


west. 

‘This assault was obviously 
building toward an eventual cli- 
max like that in the south. 
‘Italy's capitulation, which the 
air battering from Britain mate- 
nially hastened by hampering both 
aerial and ground reinforcements, 
- will in turn give impetus to the 
westward campaign, permitting 
closer concentration of Allied air- 
power on the Germans’ crumpling 
European fortress. 

Italian air bases, in addition to 
providing an advanced striking 
point against Germany from the 
south, were also a likely terminus 
for shuttle-bombing from Britain. 
Flying Fortresses have already 
shuttled much farther to North 
Africa. 

Yanks Raid France. 

Carrying the northern pincers 
attack into the seventh straight 
day, American Marauders follow- 
ed up RAF night attacks with 
Mosquitoes and Intruders by raid- 
ing two more Nazi airbases in 
France, Lille-Vendeville and 
Lille-Nord, while RAF Mitchells 
attacked a field at Vitry-en-Ar- 
tois. Nine enemy fighters were 
brought down in these raids. 

The largest fleet of Spitfires 
ever used by the RAF fighter 
command on one operation escort- 
ed bombers on the Lille and Vitry- 
en-Artois attacks and started one 
of the war's biggest dogfights. 

One squadron saw more than 
90 German fighters. A _ Polish 
Spitfire wing covering the Ma- 
rauders shot down six Nazi planes 
and damaged many more. 

Many Dogfights. 

“IT never saw the sky so full 
of battling aircraft,” one pilot re- 
ported. “The dogfights were still 
going on when we crossed the 
coast.” 

A separate force of RAF Ty- 
phoons gave the Mardyck airfield 
near Dunkirk its third pasting in 
a week. It was hit on Thursday 
by American Flying Fortresses 
and on Sunday by Typhoons. 

Describing the Lille-Nord at-

Lost 27 Divisions.

Balkans Are Shaky.

In Bulgaria the cabinet was re- 
ported in session today to consider 
the knotty problem of choosing a 
regent to run the country follow- 
ing the death of King Boris.

LONDON, Sept. 8.—(AP)—Marshal Joseph Stalin an- 
nounced today that the Red army had captured Stalino and 
cleared the Germans from the Donets basin, a region rich in

A special order of the day, an- 
nouncing the reoccupation of one 
of the most important areas o 
south Russia, came a tew hours 
after the . German. radio~ said 
Stalino had been evacuated. 


Moscow dispatches said the Red 

‘army already was driving on to- 
‘ward the Dnieper bend city of 
,_Dnieperopetrovsk, 100 miles to 
‘the west. 
+ Red armies, meanwhile, were 
‘charging toward the Dnieper river 
‘west of Stalino, cutting railways 
to Dnieperopetrovsk and Mariu- 
pol and menacing the Nazi lines 
of retreat. 
. “As a result

fensive in the last six days, our 
troops captured a number of 
cities, including ithe city of 
Stalino,” Stalin’s order said. 
Donets basin is cleared of the 
Germans.” 

Triumphant radio broadcasts 
told of the developments. 

The daily communique record- 
ed by the Soviet monitor said 
more than 200 additional settle- 
ments had been overrun in the 
Russian drives between the 
Smolensk sector and the Sea of

The Germans attempted to ex- 
plain their defeat with the time- 
worn descriptives of “shortening 
the line” and “elastic defense.’ 


“In line with the fighting on 
a mobile basis, the city of Stalino 
was evacuated according to plan 
following the destruction of all 
war facilities as a measure for 
shortening the front,” said the 
German communique, recorded 
from the Berlin radio by the 
Associated Press. 

“German troops continued their 
tactics of elastic defense and have 
evacuated Stalino,” another Ger- 
man dispatch said, “the battle in 
the Donets basin continues to 
rage with undiminished violence. 
The soviets, by throwing more 
tank formations and mechanized 
units into the battle, attempted 
to disturb German detaching 
movements. At a few points, the 
Soviets succeeded in achieving 
small, local breaks which were 
partly ironed out.”

18-year-old Americans should 
have been voting before the war, 
and will be after the war, Gov- 
ernor Arnall said yesterday. ‘ 

The chief executive of the only 
state to enfranchise 18-year-old 
boys and girls was commenting on 
a Gallup Poll which showed sen- 
timent for a congressional act ex- 
tending this right throughout the 
United States had increased to 52 
per cent of the survey. 

In June, 1939, only 17 per cent 
of those polled wanted to lower 
the voting age. Dr. George Gallup, 
director of the poll, published in 
The Constitution, concluded the 
war had increased this sentiment, 
but would not predict whether 
such opinion would continue in 
the post-war period. 

War Centered Attention. 

While ‘conceding that the war 
had centered attention on the is- 
sue, Governor Arnall said 18-year-

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olds should have been voting for 
the past few years. He forecast 
passage of federal legislation to 


enfranchise this group, 
clared the post-war period will be 
a “youth’s world,” with young 
people playing a larger and larger 
role in public affairs, “cleaning up 
the mess made by older people.” 


“Youths of 18 have been educa- 
tionally qualified to vote in elec- 
tions for the past few years,” Ar- 
nall asserted in answering an ob- 
jection that those 18 to 20 were 
not wise ,enough for the ballot.

WASHINGTON PARADE

DEWEY STARTLED’G. O. P. WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Re- 


publican discussions of postwar 

foreign policy were thrown into a furore by the proposal of Gov- 

ernor Thomas E. Dewey, of New York, that the United States and 

Great Britain form a military alliance for preserving world peace 
after the present conflict is over. 

Fittingly enough, the New York executive, 
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Italy Knocked Out! 

The unconditional surrender of Italy knocks 
out of the war the first of the three Axis 
foes. The weakest and most ineffectual, to be 
sure, but an enemy whose elimination opens 
new doors for attack upon the leader of the 
international gangsters, Nazi Germany. 

The story of the capitulation of Italy is 
filled with points which arouse speculation 
as to the immediate future. 

In the first place, it is revealed the sur- 
render was actually accepted on the same 
day General Montgomery and his Eighth Brit- 
ish Army invaded the Italian mainland. An- 
nouncement was withheld until General Eisen- 
hower, in command of all Allied forces in that 
theater of war, thought the moment most pro- 
pitious for the Allied cause. 

Thus is explained the almost complete lack 
of opposition to the invasion forces and the 
slow development of the campaign in Calabria. 

Secondly, Marshal Badoglio, in announcing 
the surrender, instructed the Italian armed 
forces to cease all resistance to the Allies but 
to oppose any attacks “from other quarters.” 
The only source of any such attacks would 
be the Germans. Thus Badoglio warns his 
men the Germans, desperate, May turn upon 
their late companions in arms and attempt to 
continue the fighting on Italian soil. 

It is not known how strong German forces 
may be in Northern Italy. Nor whether the 
damage to the main rail link through the 
Brenner Pass, accomplished by our bombers, 
was sufficient to entirely block that line. It 
is extremely doubtful that the Germans have 
been able to furnish sufficient troops and 
materiel to properly strengthen any contem- 
plated defense line along the Po river, without 
the aid of the Italian forces, 

For years there have been Germans to the 
number of 200,000 or so scattered through Italy 
for the purpose of holding the Italian people 
in line. Such a force, however, would be little 
use, even if quickly gathered together, in any 
effort to halt the Allied advance up the Italian 
peninsula. 

Furthermore it is quite possible Eisenhower 
will now use other forces—where is Patton’s 
Seventh American army?—to cut off all Italy 
south of the Po, or some approximate line, 
and thus trap any Germans who may be below 
that point. 

There may be new invasions from the 
Adriatic Sea, for a drive into the tottering 
Balkans. There will be, as soon as possible, 
use of North Italy airfields by our air forces, 
from whence they can pour annihilating 
weight of bombs upon eastern German indus- 
try. 

There is one more question to be answered. 
Where is the Italian fleet? It was said to have 
left the harbor of Taranto several days ago. 
Did it sail, under terms of the surrender sign- 
ed a week ago, to give up to the Allies in some 
African port? Like the army, the Italian fleet 
has pitifully failed in combat since the day 
when Mussolini entered the war. But, low as 
we rate its fighting qualities, we don’t want 
it to fall into German hands. 

There is scant likelihood that Eisenhower 
failed to make sure of the disposition of the 
remaining ships of the Italian navy before 
accepting Badoglio’s unconditional surrender,

There will be general agreement with Sec- 
retary of State Cordell Hull in his refusal to 
extend lend-lease aid to Argentina. In fact 
there is a wonder as to how that country 
had the audacity to ask it, in the first place, 

Argentina, of all the American republics, 
is the only one which has refused to sever 
trade and diplomatic relations with the Axis. 
Despite a resolution adopted unanimously at 
last year’s Rio de Janeiro conference, Argen- 
tina has continued diplomatic commercial and 
financial dealings with the enemy. She has 
failed utterly to join all the other American 
countries in providing protection for the 
Western Hemisphere against possible enemy 
attack. 

As result of the pro-Axis attitude, Argen- 
tina has been, and continues to be, a base 
in America for the operation of Axis agents, 
espionage and propaganda. It offers a ready 
channel for enemy communication and in many 
other ways has proven an asset to Germany. 

Lend-Lease is intended to assist those 
nations allied with us in war, to hasten the 
defeat of the common foe and to make secure 
the defense of this hemisphere. Argentina 
qualifies under none of these conditions, There- 
fore, it would be nothing but betrayal of our 
allies and of our own people if we expended 
any of our economic strength on a nation 
which, while not a foe, has certainly refused 
to be, in any sense, an ally.

‘ Time To Build Peace 


The suggestion that a period of several 
months, or more, be allowed to elapse between 
cessation of hostilities in the European theater 
of war and the actual writing of the final peace 
treaties, is one based upon highest wisdom, 

Such a period will allow for careful plan- 
ning of the structure of lasting peace the 
Allies hope to construct. Such planning, despite 
all appeals to the contrary, cannot be done 
properly during the heat of actual war. 

Furthermore, such a “cooling off” period 
will call for military occupation of the enemy 
countries, an occupation which will have salu- 
tary effect upon their populations. It will tend 
to further unite the British and United States 
armies into a single, all-powerful force. It 
will thus strengthen the probability of a con- 
tinuing military alliance between the two Eng- 
lish speaking powers in the post-war world. 

Before the writing of any permanent peace 
treaties is begun, there~should be provided 
ample time for fullest consultation not only 
between the victors in the struggle, but with 
those in the conquered countries whose views 
and opinions are known to indicate their prob- 
able leadership in after-war government. 

Again, there are the countries which have 
been under the heel of the Nazi conqueror for 
years. These, too, need time to re-establish 
their own governments, to conduct those elec- 
tions which will be necessary if they are to 
freely choose their leaders for the future. 

And, as important as any, time will be 
needed to get through that period, undoubted- 
ly coming, when the outraged victim-nations 
of German oppression will cry out for revenge 
to the last drop of blood. Germany must be 
made to suffer, she must be given treatment 
that will be a lesson against the crime of 
military aggression never to be forgotten by 
her people. But, if we are to create lasting 
peace in Europe, we can only do so on a founda- 
tion of justice; never on a foundation of blind 
lust after vengeance.

ilent note in the clamor for 
an attack by American 


and British men on the French 
channel coast is the loud silence 
of the American people who seem 
to be agreed that they know too 
little about the hazards and the 
relative strength of the Allies and 
the Germans to entitle them to a 
firm opinion. Up to now, after a 
flat-footed start, the American 
arms have done wonders with few 
serious mistakes and low casual- 
ties and it appears that Italy is 
finished as an enemy. It has not 
been long since the Germans were 
strong and offensive in Africa, and 
Spain was a potential menace, In 
a year, Africa has been cleared, 


Sicily and Italy taken and Spain 
neutralized. Mussolini has flop- 
ped, Germany’s war factories have 
been hammered badly and the 
German propaganda, once _ s0 
brutal and arrogant, has taken on 
a distinctly defensive and des- 
perate character. And, in Russia, 
last year’s German offensive was 
a dead loss and this year’s wilted 
and broke into another big defeat. 


All this being so, what is the 
hurry? If the war can be won 
anyway and by prolonging the 
contest for another year or even 
two, Roosevelt and Churchill can 
savea million or more American 
and British casualties, the Ameri- 
can people and, we may assume, 
the British, too, will not complain. 
Certainly, in the meanwhile, there 
is no danger that Germany will 
get any stronger and therefore 
the only ground for demanding 
that new front on the channel 
coast, regardless of the cost, would 
be to help Russia, which seems to 
be in no danger, costly and pain- 
ful though the battle is. 


If we had an over-all high 
command, including the Russian, 
the case might be different. But 
Russia continues to go it alone, 
with our very important help, and 
very little appreciation is heard 
of the gifts of food and fighting 
equipment without which, the 
American people have been given 
to understand, the Germans by 
now might have reached their 
final objectives and dug in to hold 
on indefinitely.

peas ple have criticized

very little the man- 

agement of the 
military phases of this war. On 
the contrary, we are generally sat- 
isfied, perhaps too content, and 
the people trust the military chiefs 
and the President and Churchill, 
too, for that matter, on the basis 
of their success to date and at so 
comparatively little cost in blood. 
If they decide, of their own judg- 
ment, to attack France where Ger- 
many appears to be strongest and 
the decision is based on military 
considerations only, ignoring poli- 
tics, any the attack succeeds, the 
people will stand for high cas- 
ualties. But the President and 
Churchill certainly know that the 
Americans would not approve an 
attack made only in response to 
the political second-front propa- 
ganda, with horrible losses and no 
greater result than to draw off 
some of the divisions that are op- 
posing the Russians in the east. 
And a failure, whatever the mo- 
tives for the attempt, would be 
a terrible shock, followed certain- 
ly by suspicions that the sacrifice 
had been made in response to 
pressure from native radicals and 
pestiferous and _ unappreciative 
European exiles in some of our 
eastern cities. 

The fact is too glaring and ex- 
asperating that few if any of 
those who cry up the so-called 
second front have any intention 
to take a personal part if the at- 
tempt is made. Of the native 
Americans, several conspicuous 
individuals, notably Joseph Cur- 
ran, president of the National 
Maritime union, have obtained 
deferments in the draft, and Earl 
Browder, beyond the draft age 
now, served a term in Leaven- 
worth for his refusal to register 
for the draft in the first World 
War. 


Germany Even without that 


particular second 
Doomed _ front, Germany ap- 

parently is doom- 
ed to military defeat (possibly 
through internal collapse under 
various pressures, including the 
Russian pressure on land and the 
attack on her cities from the air), 
within a year. But even if the 
end were postponed another year 
and the President and Churchill 
thus were to save the lives of 
half a million or more American 
and British men, the American 
people weuld make no complaint. 
This pressure on the President 
and Cordell Hull is, in the main, 
not American pressure. The 
American sentiment, which really 
matters, arises from the homes of 
millions of plain citizens, unin- 
formed and not much interested 
in international politics and the 
aspirations of European’ groups. 
And, although it may not be 
necessary to consult them before 
such an attack is made, it certain- 
ly would be necessary to reckon 
with them if it were made at aw- 
ful cost without sound military 
necessity, and particularly if it 
were made without success.

THE MUSTANG If you want to hear a lot of blistering com- 

ment about what we haven't done in airplane 
development, you merely have to visit any one of our air bases in 
England: 

Planes that do very well indeed in other theaters of war had 
to be got out of England in a hurry. Two 
planes, both fighters, which are doing very 
well for the’ Russians and for our fliers 
the Pacific area were shipped out of England.

They sent out 20 of one type on a sweep - 


over France and not one of them got back. 
They sent out 10 the next day and none of 
them got back. They sent some more, pro- 
tected by tested fighters, and they saw what 
was wrong. 

The Germans have their very best pilots 
and their very best planes in France and Hol- 
land and Germany. They pulled some of them 
out of Africa at the height of the Tunisian 
campaign to protect their home grounds. 

That is the big league of flying and the way 
they test a plane is to send it over there. If 
it comes back, it is a good airplane. 

To date there are only two American fighter 
planes that have passed that test in the Euro- 

pean theater. They are the P-51 Mustang and the P47 Thunderbolt. 
The Mustang is the product of North American and the Thunderbolt 
is by Republic. The Thunderbolt has an air-cooled engine. The 
boys say it will not climb quite so fast as the German fighter of 
the same type, the Focke Wulf, but at 30,000 and 40,000 feet it is 
a better airplane. They love it. 

The Mustang is a new plane and they love it, too. It is the 
Mustang, plus the new engine development, which is expected to 
give this country and its Allies sky supremacy. 


ENGLISH ENGINE The first Mustang I saw was at an air 
field about 25 miles out from London. 
This was in mid-July. 


It had been assigned to English airmen in 
some numbers. 


It has a plane-shattering lot of guns, but that may not be dis 
cussed in detail. | 

The men I saw were at work on an important job. They were 
=o an English engine—the Rolls Royce—into the American 
plane. 

Those engines are being made in this country, under license, 
and they are, to date, the only liquid-cooled engine which has met 
the test of the European theater. 

(Please understand that I am not seeking to depreciate other 
fighter planes. They do a job in certain theaters. They do an 
excellent job in some, It is just that they cannot compete in this 
one “big league” theater where the Germans have their best planes 
and pilots.) f 

Rolls Royce has developed a new type supercharger which should 
make the Allies supreme in the air in so far as fighters are con- 
cerned. It is technically known as a “two-speed, two-stage super 
charger,” and it has been officially released that it raises the effec- 
tive — of the Mustang BY ABOUT TWO MILES. (Caps my 
own. 

_Now, if one of our high-altitude fighters can increase its effective 
ceiling by two miles, it means that any other plane, with another 
engine, will be much less effective iri the thin air and will be no 
match for our Mustang. with its English erfgine. 

There have been superchargers for some years. This is a new 
one, In thin air the engine has as much difficulty “breathing” as 
the pilot. They give the pilot an oxygen mask. They have had 
superchargers which enabled engines to get higher, but this one 
enables the engine to breathe at two miles higher up than engines 
have been able to breathe (effectively) before. 


THE SUPERCHARGER This job of supplying dense air for 


| the engine to breathe at tremendous 
a is done by a mechanical device ‘which is, in theory, relatively 
simple. 

It is, essentially, a kind of fan. It takes in large amounts of 
the thin air and it compresses it until it can be used, or “breathed,” 
by the motor. 

This fan, or “impellor,” can be turned in two ways. The usual 
method has been to use the engine exhaust. There also is the 
gear-driven “impellor.” This new one is gear-driven. 

By “two-speed” is meant only that at low altitudes, where it 
is not greatly needed, the fan turns at a slow speed. The switch 
to a higher speed is automatic. 

By two-stage is meant only that the supercharger has two im- 
pellors in its mechanism. The first compresses the air as much as 
it is mechanically able to do. It then ‘passes it on to the second, 
which is able to take air already partially compressed and compress 
it the more. 

It now is possible to fly to heights which an unsupported motor, 
or one supported by ordinary superchargers, cannot attain. 

Meanwhile, our own liquid-cooled engine development is making 
strides. A way has been found to step up its supercharger. It may 
be the same as Rolls Royce is using. They speak of it, when they 


speak of it, as “throwing the engine into high.” It is a development 


being put into one of the better-known fighter planes which is now 

coming out with a new design which removes the faults that made 

it impossible for it to compete in the European fighting.

If Four Are Needed to Carry the 


Load, No One of Them Is 


Most Necessary

There was a time, as a Post editorial reminds us, when only 
Canada stood between us and disaster. Our fighting ships were 
needed in the Pacific, yet hundreds of our transports and cargo 
ships had to cross the sub-infested Atlantic. England took over the 
peo! job, but Canada’s corvettes and destroyers handled 47 per 
cent of it. 

There was a time, too, when England alone stood between us 
and disaster—between the whole free world and disaster. If Eng- 
land had gone down after Dunkirk, it would all be over now. 

There was a time, extending into this present hour, when Russia 
stood between us and disaster. For though the Russians are fight- 
ing only for their own country, and make no pretense of doing 
more, they have stopped and held the Nazi military machine and 
given us time to prepare. 

Perhaps even China has stood between us and disaster, for no 
one knows how much more the Japs. might have done, while we 
— virtually disarmed, if China had not occupied so much of their 
orce, 

That is one side of the story. The other is that we have stood 
and now stand between the others and disaster. England could not 
have lived and could not now hope to win without our help. Russia 
has survived and is winning by grace of our food and our weapons. 
Brave and dogged China might fight on alone, but could not hope 
— In literal and exact truth, America is now saving human 

erty. 

These things will be discussed in all lands when the fighting 
stops. Statesmen who meet to plan the peace will discuss them, 
and each will remind the others of the great part his country played 
in gaining the victory. Each will base his claims on the assumption 
that his country was the chief factor in winning, and the people of 
each land, counting the fearful cost of victory, will believe their 
sacrifice the most effective. 

Before that quarreling begins, all of us might profit by learning 
a few elemental truths concerning relative values. 

If food and air and water are essential to life, is one more 
essential than another? If neither the Army nor the Navy nor the 
Air Force could win without the others, how can one of them be 
most essential? Is a man’s heart worth more than his brain, or his 
brain worth more than his lungs? 

Our free nations are fighting the same battle. If each has been 
or is essential to the victory of the others, all are equal as the 
saviors of civilization. There is no choice between indispensables, 
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“Look!—Lady Godiva!”

No evidence of ietben! Some 
folk may make a cry about that 
but the facts, as recorded so far, 
do not indicate it. 


For quite a number of years 
the big railroads have boasted 
that not a passenger in a Pullman 
car had been killed or injured— 
beyond a bruise or two maybe— 
on any of their trains. Engineers 
and firemen and other trainmen 
had suffered—as many mechanics 
get theirs sooner or later. A risk 
of the trade. But Americans had 
learned to think of a Pullman 
berth or a club car seat as safe— 
as safe as an easy chair in their 
living room. 

Most of them shuddered at the 
thought of flying. For awhile. But 
they learned, to fly—if being a 

passenger on an airliner is “fly- 
ing,” and a reservation for the 
5:30 plane from New York to Chi- 
cago—if they could get it—be- 
came commonplace. 

Still, the conservatives stuck to 
the old reliable train. And now 
what? 


“Crack Train Cracks’ 


Last Monday night one of the 
the crackest of all crack trains, 
the Pennsy’s Congressional Lim- 
ited, was burning up the rails be- 
tween Washington and New 
York. No stops, except at Newark 
to take on an electric locomotive. 
Just outside of Philadelphia, on a 
curve, an axle burned out—and 
“65 dead, over 100 injured,” the 
headline before me says. Later ac- 
counts may revise the figures. 

The same issue of the. paper 
records a wreck on the New York 
Central's famous Twentieth Cen- 
tury Limited, also a crack train. 
The engine’s boiler exploded. 
Three enginemen killed. Several 
passengers injured. 

Week before that the crack 
Lackawanna Limited hit a switch 
engine near Rochester. Twenty- 
eight killed, 150 injured. 

Is there any “moral” attached 
to all this? None that I can see. 

According to records the trains 
are still the safest mode of travel 
in this country. Safer than flying, 
safer than motoring, even safer 
than walking—as witness the 
pedestrians run down on streets 
and highways. 

You are not superstitious. Why, 
of course not! Except you don’t 
like to walk under a ladder, be 
the third to light off one match, 
or.see a black cat cross the road 
ahead of your car. 

You don’t believe, either, in 
such fool ideas as that tough luck 
comes “three in a row.” But if 
you do, you won't hesitate to. buy 
a railroad ticket. Because the 
railroads’ three have come. 

Still, it’s queer, isn’t it, that 
after all these years of fine safety 
records such wrecks should oc- 
cur. Three in a row!

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Camps in State 
Will Be Closed

In sensational developments of 
the Georgia prisons investigation 
yesterday, Highway Director Ry- 
burn Clay moved toward imme- 
diate closing of all highway prison 
camps, the senate penitentiary 
committee asked dismissal] of half 
dozen prison officials for cruelty, 
and senate probers and the state 
prison board disagreed over 
“suspension” of.a Cartersville 
warden and guard. 

“It is ou~ purpose to close all 
camps as quickly as possible,” 
Clay deciared. “And when we 
close one camp we close them all. 
They can be closed simulta- 
neously.” 

The prison board said it had 
“insufficient evidence to suspend 
permanently Warden A. W. Clay 
and Guard Jim Bryant” from the 
Cartersville camp. Clay (no rela- 
tions of the warden) pointed out 
he had discharged the two “for 
inefficiency or for beating the 
prisoners” prior to notice by the 
prison board and that the prison 
board immediately thereafter dis- 
charged the two officials. 

Refuses to Pay Wages. 

“The State -Highway Depart- 
ment will not pay the wages of 
these two men,” Clay warned. 

The highwa: director said the 
road camps have been operated at 
a loss for some time because of 
insufficient convicts. He said 
money now spent on _ convict 
camps could be spent in improv- 
ing Georgia’s roads. 

Varying widely with the prison 
board’s investigation of the Bar- 
tow camp, the senate penitentiary 
committee report made — 
yesterday by Governor 
recommended discharge of War- 
den Clay and Guard Johnson. 

The committeessaid both had 
whipped white prisoners with 
rubber hose, and agreed that sev- 
eral prisoners cut their heel 
strings to escape severe punish- 
ment. Many men wore iron picks 
on both legs for more than 12 
months following escapes, the so- 
lons said. They said a person 
should not be forced to wear more 
than one pick, and never more 
than six months, as punishment 
for any one infraction. 

Conflict in Hearing. 

The prison board said there was 
a great deal of conflict in testi- 
mony at the Cartersville hearing, 
with eight prisoners swearing they 
were ey 4 and 19 others say 
ing they had not been whipped. 

The senate committee’s report 
painted a horrible picture of whip- 
ping posts, shooting of a prisoner, 
leg picks, poor food, and general 
cruel treatment and inhumane 
treatment in most of Georgia’s 
prison camps thus far visited. 

The senate probers recommend- 
ed dismissal of the following pris- 
on officials: 

Warden Dan L. Johnson, of the 
Hamilton camp. 

Guard Dave Holloway, of the 
Johnstown camp, and Warden 
Hubert Smith unless he adopts 
more humane treatment of pris- 
oners. 

Guard Coleman, of Cadwell 
camp, unless his attitude changes. 

Warden Clay and Guard Bryant, 
of Cartersville. 

The investigators found evidence 
of cruel treatment in camps at 
Sparta, Cadwell, Hamilton, Coving- 
ton, Johnstown and Cartersville. 


LaGrange Camp Model 


A different story was told of its 
investigation of the LaGrange 
camp. The committee held up this 
camp as a model for others to 
copy in humane treatment, and 
highly commended Warden H. G. 
Worthy and his guards. It also 
handed a clean bill of health to 
the LaFayette prison camp. 

Discharge of Guard Dave Hollo- 
way, a former convict himself, 
from the Johnstown camp was 
labeled as “imperative” by the 
senators who condemned his cru- 
elty. While the new warden, Hu- 
bert Smith, does not use whipping 
posts which evidently have exist- 
ed at the camp, he does whip 
prisoners, the report said. The 
solons asked Smith’s dismissal un- 
less he adopts more humane treat- 
ment. 

The probers learned that Guard 
Coleman, of Cadwell camp, shot a 
prisoner through the wrist recent- 
ly, claiming the convict was as- 
saulting him. The senators said 
they doubted his statement since 
Coleman and a companion guard 
both were armed at the time. 
They asked Coleman’s discharge 
unless he becomes more sym- 
pathetic with prisoners. They com- 
mended Warden B. L. Tingle, how- 
ever. 

More Sympathy Need. 


Warden J. R. McCorkle, of the 
Sparta camp, might adopt a more 
sympathetic attitude with prison- 
ers, the senators continued. They 
found evidence of inhumane meth- 
ods of punishme..t, and said pris- 
oners complained of being forced 
to work throughout the day with- 
out rest periods. A number of leg 
irons were reported in use. 


The food was criticized in the 
Hamilton camp. The/senators be- 
lieved that Warden Dan L. John- 
son has been whipping prisoners 
and using other inhumane meth- 
ods of punishment. They asked 
his dismissal. 

The legislators had the highest 
respect for methods of Warden 
Copeland at Covington, but found 
evidence of cruelty on the part 
of two unnamed guards. Cope- 
land promised to correct this. 

Senate probers include Chair- 
man Pittman, Elbert Forester, O.

Italy Accepts Terms. 

Italy accepted all the terms im- 
posed by the Allies—they were 
not disclosed—and will be obliged 
to “comply with political, eco- 
nomic, and financial conditions” 
which will be imposed later. 

The surrender was announced 
simultaneously by Allied head- 
quarters and by Marshal Pietro 
Badoglio’s government, with 
Eisenhower in a brief broadcast 
(at 11:30 a. m., Atlanta time) 
stating that “the Italian govern- 
ment has surrendered its armed 
forces unconditionally.” 


“As Allied commander in 
chief,” he said, “I have granted 
a military armistice, the terms of 
which have been approved by the 
governments of the United King- 
dom, the United States and the 
+ ge of Soviet Socialist Repub- 
ics. 

“Thus I am acting in the in- 
terests of the United Nations. 

“The Italian government has 
bound itself to abide by these 
terms without reservation,” and 
the armistice “becomes effective 
this instant. 


“Hostilities between the armed 
forces of the United Nations and 
those of Italy terminate at once. 
All Italians who now act to help 
eject the German aggressors 
from Italian soil will have the as- 
sistance and support of the United 
Nations.” 


The proclamation by Badoglio 
sent to Allied headquarters and 
released here said -Halian troops 
wi'l “cease all acts of hostility 
against the Anglo-American forces 
wherever they may be met. They 
will, however, oppose attacks 
from any other quarter.” 


The Italian government, “recog: 
nizing the impossibility of contin- 
uilng the unequal struggle against 
the overwhelming power of the 
enemy,” asked for the armistice 
“with the object of avoiding fur- 
ther and more grievous harm. to 
the nation.” 

The war adventure into which 
Italy was embarked by Benito 
Mussolini, the creator of Fascism, 
who was himself deposed last July 
25, thus ended in complete and 
absolute defeat—but with the 
promise that the Allies would help 
in freeing the country of the Ger- 
man yoke, 


British Eighth Moves On. 


As the armistice was announced, 
British and Canadians of the 
Eighth Army were already install- 
ed on the Italian toe, widening 
their invasion hold with scant op- 
position. 

Axis airfields at Foggia, com- 
prising what is believed to be the 
only remaining important Ger- 
man air base in southern Italy. 
were pounded heavily yesterday 
by Allied airmen as the British 
Eighth Army continued moving 
along coastal roads in southern 
Calabria, Allied headquarters an- 
nounced. 

When the surrender of the 
Italian military forces as an- 
nounced later in the day, the 
British and Canadian invaders 
had expanded their hold on the 
boot of the Italian peninsula to 
more than 76 miles of coast. 

In addition to the concentrated 
attacks on Foggia, other Allied 
planes, in great numbers, yester- 
day roamed the skies over north- 
ern Calabria almost without op- 


position as they blasted railways, 


highways, troop detachments and 
other targets. Flying Fortresses 
alone encountered any enemy op- 
position. The Fortresses shot 
down 11 out of well over 50 Axis 
planes which attempted to give 
battle over the Foggia air strips.

Italy’s collapse represents the 
greatest victory so far scored by 
the United Nations in four years 
of the second World War, and re- 
duces the opponents worthy of 
consideration .from three to two, 

A special headquarters an- 
nouncement said Italy made peace 
overtures “some weeks ago” and 
that a meeting was held in neu- 
tral territory. The Allied terms, 
on the Casablanca pattern, were 
“unconditional surrender.” 

“On this understanding,” the 
announcement continued, “repre- 
sentatives of the Allied command- 
er in chief were empowered to 
communicate to them (Italian rep- 
resentatives) the military condi- 
tions which they would have to 
fulfill. 

Military Terms Binding. 


“One clause in these military 
terms binds the Italian govern- 
ment to comply with the political, 
economic and financial condis#ons 
which will be imposed later. 

“Further meetings were arrang- 
ed and took place in Sicily. 

“The armistice was signed at 
Allied advance headquarters there 
on Sept. 3, but it was agreed with 
the representatives of the Italian 
government that the armistice 
should come into force at a mo- 
ment most favorable to the Allies, 
and be simultaneously announced 
by both sides. That moment has 
now arrived. 

“The possibility of a German 
move to forestal] publication of 
the armistice by the Italian gov- 
ernment was discussed during the 
negotiations. To meet this even- 
tuality, it was agreed that one of 
the senior Italiam military repre- 
sentatives should not return to 
Rome. He is now in Sicily. 

“Further, Marshal Badoglio ar- 
ranged to send the text of his 
proclamation to Allied headquar- 


Ttaly’s Sea Position. 

Italy was primarily important to 
the Germans because of her posi- 
tion in the Mediterranean and oth- 
er geographical advantages. These 
now are lost except in so far as 
the Nazis may be able to keep 
some hold on the nation. 

Italy entered the war June 10, 
1940, when Mussolini attacked a 
prostrate France in hopes of win- 
ning some cheaply gained loot. 
The nation thus was at war three 
years, two months, and 29 days. 

Her war history was almost en- 
tirely one of defeats and increas- 
ing German domination. At the 
start she was theoretically an 
equa! partner of the Axis. At the 
end, she was reduced to German 
vassalage and was the object of 
German scorn. 

Despite their record of defeats, 
the Italian soldiers often showed 
valor, however, and the task of 
defeating Italy was not an easy 
one, 

Italian Casualties. 

Italy’s casualties in dead and 
wounded, while considerable, were 
nothing like those suffered by the 
Nazis on the Russian front. Her 
losses in soldiers captured were 
enormous. The total of Italians 
in Allied prison camps now ap- 
proaches 1,000,000. 

One thing seems certain—the 
Italian people never had their 
heart in the war and their disaf- 
fection increased with reverses 
and the German domination. For 
centuries the Germans have been 
one people the Italians heartily 
disliked. 

The capitulation was no great 
surprise as for weeks Italy had 
been tottering, and the feebleness 
of opposition to the British land- 
ing in Calabria last Friday made 
it plain there was not much fight 
left in the Italian armed forces. 

More than 200 persons, includ- 
ing war correspondents, saw some 
of the Italian negotiators arrive 
at Palermo air field in Sicily. 
They came in a tri-motored Ital- 
ian plane escorted by Spitfires, 
and gunners around the field had 
instructions to hold their fire. 

But their presence remained an 
official secret until today. 

An additional communique is- 
sued late tonight said “the armi- 
stice is strictly a military instru- 
ment signed by soldiers. No po- 
litical, financial, or economic 
terms are included. These will be 
imposed later. 

“Granting of the armistice 
means only cessation of hostilities 
between the armed forces of Italy 
and those of the United Nations. 

“On the other hand, representa- 
tives of the United Nations have 
indicated they will assist and sup- 
port any Italian armed forces or 
Italian individuals who oppose the 
Germans or obstruct the (Ger- 
man) war effort.” 

Mussolini and the others who 
led Italy into the war face pun- 
ishment at the hands of the vic- 
torious United Nations. 

While Italian armed forces un- 
doubtedly will be accorded the 
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right of honorable surrender, there 
was no mention of this in the of- 
ficial statements. 

Nazi Problems Staggering. 
Collapse of the Italian war ma- 
chine gives the Germans stagger- 
ing problems of occupation. 

It was reported that Italian oc- 
cupying troops in France already 
were moving home. Those in the 
Balkans presumably will try to 
get home. ; 

Should the Nazis attempt to oc- 
cupy northern Italy, it would be 
one more country to be garrisoned 
against hostile acts of the popula- 
tion. 

The communique said the truce 
was approved by the United 


States, British and Russian gov-| 
ernments, but made no mention of | 
French or other United Nations | 
governments. It is known, how- 


ever, that the French Committee 
of National Liberation here was 
aware in recent days that the ne- 
gotiations were going on. 

Algiers and other North African 
cities were filled tonight with 
singing, jubilant soldiers. 

Powerful Nazi Force. 

It was learned authoritatively 
that the German force in Italy is 
far more powerful than any the 
Allied armies yet have engaged 
on the southern front and that it 
is many times the size of what the 
Germans had in Africa and Sicily. 

Reports from neutral sources 
have indicated that the Germans 
had between 12 and 18 divisions in 
the Po region a month ago. 

Some of the toughest and best 
German divisions are on the penin- 
sula.

Of the 300 Italian merchant 
still harbored in 
Mediterranean ports, the most im- 
posing are some 60 passenger ves- 
sels, aggregating 500,000 tons, no- 
tably the luxury liners, Rex and 
Conte Di Savoia.

‘Homemade Navy’ 


Passes Gap at Night 


By ERNIE PYLE. 

SOMEWHERE IN SICILY.—(By Wireless) —We are 
writing these few days about the spectacular bridging of a 
practically bottomless hole blown in a northern Sicilian coast 
road by the Germans in their retreat toward Messina. 


It took our engineers 24 hours 
to bridge this enormous gap, but 
the men of the Third Division 
didn’t just sit and twiddle their 
thumbs during that time. 

The infantry was sent across 
on foot and continued after the 
Germans. Some supplies and guns 
were sent around the road-block 
by boat, and even the engineers 
themselves continued on ahead by 
boat. They had discovered other 
craters blown in the road several 
miles ahead. These were smaller 
ones that could be filled in by 
a bulldozer except. that you 
couldn’t get a bulldozer across 
that vast hole they were trying 
to bridge. 

So the engineers) commandeer- 
ed two little Sicilian fishing boats 
about twice the size of rowboats.

Last Christmas 
In New Guinea

MELBOURNE, Australia.—(Delayed)—Our arrival here was 
prompt as usual and, after greeting Governor Sir Winston Dugan 
and Lady Dugan, with other officials at the,airport, we left imme- 
diately to visit some more of the men in our ' 


armed forces. 


During the day I visited camps, hospitals, 
Y. M. C. A. huts and the Salvation Army build- 
ing, which had the only open fireplaces and 
which will, I'm sure, be very popular for that 


reason. 


Far be it from me to suggest, however, 


that the men seek creature comforts in prefer- 
ence to spiritual leadership, for the current say- 
ing, “There are no atheists in fox holes,” takes 


on new meaning here. 


Some of the smaller hospitals are caring 
largely for malaria cases and are staffed by 
Australian doctors, nurses and volunteers, They 
are kindness itself to our men, who receive exactly as 


a ee ea 
much atten- 


tion from Australian Red Cross workers as they give to their own 
soldiers. Near one of the camps, which is some distance from Mel- 


bourne, there is an American Red Cross club. 


It was set up at 


one time as a rest home for recuperation after time spent in a 


hospital, or for furlough periods. 


It has been turned into the usual 


type of club, where meals are served, games are available, and 
places are provided to write or read, or just sit and talk. Some 
craft work is carried on and a few beds are kept in readiness for 
boys who want to spend their night off in a real bed with a spring 
mattress, white sheets and blankets. 

Of course, there are areas which I am visiting which are rest 
areas, where units are in training or being given rest periods after 


long months spent in the actual battle area. 
In the evening-we dined at a big Red Cross club in Melbourne, 


where 4,000 meals are served daily. 


In Australia, Sundays are days 


of rest and no places of amusement are open, 6o these are the eve- 
nings when the men and their friends like to be entertained at a 
club. We spent a short period at a show where much soldier talent 


as well as professional! talent was in evidence on the stage. 


It was 


a crowded place and I am sure there are few idle moments for Miss 


Florence Hizk or any of the other workers. 
At dinner, an officer who had been up to New Guinea last 


Christmas, gave me a description of their celebration. 


On Thanks- 


giving Day, he said, he and his;men had tea and spinach as their 
only food, but by Christmas Day they were able to have a really 


good dinner. 


They placed a star on top of the tallest palm tree, 


worked all day, but had unloaded and brought in by night the little 
Red Cross parcels sent up for each man by the Red Cross. They cut 
up all candles in camp so each man had a little piece of light. 
The familiar Christmas songs. were sung, a Protestant service 
was held and just at midnight a Catholic mass celebrated. Then the 
lights went out and Jap planes came over, but not until every man 


had scattered so no casualties occurred. 
That is a Christmas few of those men will ever forget. 


Mr. 


Gamble, of the Red Cross, told me that as the wounded came back 
the following days, they might have not clothes but what was on 
their backs, but many of them clutched the precious little Christmas

planking across them and ran the 
bulldozer up onto this improvised 
barge.

Of Church in Russia 


MOSCOW, Sept. 8.—(#)—The 
Russian Orthodox Church Con- 
gress today elected 76-year-old 
Sergei, metropolitan of Moscow, 
as patriarch of Moscow and all 
Russia. 

As elected patiarch, he became 
the head of the holy synod (ad- 
ministrative body), consisting of 
six members which the congress 
named, and the leader of the 
Greek orthodox churches in the 
Balkans and other parts of the 
world.

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News of the investigators’ pres- 
ence swept swiftly through the 
prison underground, The “eight- 
ball squad,” remnants of the 
crowd of 25 which staged the mass 
escape early this year and caused 
exposure of Talmadge administra- 
tion scandals, announced from 
their cells early today that none 
of them would work. Forrest 
Turner, famous Georgia escape ar- 
tist, nominated by the convicts as 
their speaker, announced the con- 
vict’s plans for no work “until we 
have had a chance to be heard.” 

No Showdown Effort Made. 


Warden H. R. DuVall, recover- 
ing from an operation, is convalesc- 
ing at his home near the prison 
grounds. R. P. Balkcon, assistant 
warden, was in command and no 
effort was made to stage a show- 
down issue with the convicts. 

Gross and Harris found convicts 
inside the barrel cells of Tattnall, 
wearing leg picks. 

“Who puts those picks, on these 
men?” Speaker Harris asked. 

Assistant Warden Balkcon 
shrugged his shoulders and made 
no comment. Inside the prison in- 
firmary, Gross and Harris found 
prisoners with legs cut and swol- 
len from infection as a result of 
the use of the leg picks. 

Another discovery of the day 
was a quarantine ward in the 
main prison infirmary. All beds 
were occupied by 21 convicts who 
had cut their heel strings as a 
protest against what prisoners 
consider brutal treatment. Two of 
them are from Cartersville but the 
majority Were from Tatnall it- 
self. Prison officials offered no 
explanation other than that “you 
can’t stop them from doing it 
when they want to.” 

No Plan of Self-Support. 

Gross and Harris also found lit- 
tle being done in the way of mak- 
ing the Georgia prison self-sup- 
porting, as prisons are in other 
southern states. Warden DuVall, 
who took over under appointment 
by Governor Arnall; found in the 
prison when he arrived a number 
of industries that were in the 
process of development when ex- 
Governor Rivers left office, but 
which were abandoned when Tal- 
madge took over. 

Off in one corner of the prison 
grounds is a one-story L-shaped 
concrete-brick building construct- 
ed to be operated as a soap and 
paint factory. The Talmadge 
administration shipped back all 
machinery which was arriving to 
be used in the operation of the 
plant. Several thousand dollars’ 
worth of costly machinery is rust- 
ing on the floor at one end of the 
building, brand-new machinery 
that has never been used and is 
of no value without the machines 
returned to the manufacturers. 

The machine shop needs machin- 
ery to accomplish work that is be- 
ing done in other states to make 
the prison systems of those states 
self-supporting. 

The wood-working shop is neg- 


lected. “We could make furniture 
in here if we had some more ma- 
chinery,” said Assistant Warden 
Balkcon. In the automobile tag 
plant a large vacant spot in the 


middle of the floor is a record of | 
the $18,000 hydraulic sheet metal | 


press that was loaned by former 
Governor Talmadge to a ship- 
building plant on the Pacific coast. 
Lying around the building are 
piles of metal that could be used 
to manufacture filing cabinets, 
metal furniture or other equip- 
ment the state needs if the state 
still had the $18,000 metal press. 

A plant designed originally and 
used some years ago for the man- 


ufacture of concrete pipe for 
sewer installation is idle today 
because of lack of equipment. 
The machinery was sold by Tal- 
madge, said Balkcon. 


Women’s Cells Horrible. 


After a view of the women’s 
prison half a mile down the road 
from the men’s main prison, 
Speaker Harris said: “You can 
quote me as saying this is the 
most horrible example of mis- 
management I have ever seen.” 

Senate President Gross said: 


“You can quote me on that, too.” 

The women in the prison are. 
idle. Cobwebs are draped from | 
the ceiling. The women are in| 
dirty prison uniforms. It was the 
dirtiest prison the investigators 
have seen in their tour of six 
states. 

Tattnall prison itself has been 
cleaned up somewhat since 
Warden Duvall took over. There, 
are fewer cockroaches but there 
are still plenty. 

Unlike in other prisons of the | 
south the nauseating odor of dis- | 
infectants prevail throughout the | 
Tattnall male and female prisons. 


Cleanest Part of Tattnall.

Best efforts toward making 
Tattnall self-supporting are being | 
made by Sheriff J. Henry Ken- "| 
nedy, of Tattnall county, who also 
is superintendent of the Tattnall 
prisoh farm. When the sheriff 
took over the 3,600 acres in this | 
fertile area less than a year ago 
after tha d departure of the Tal- 
madge officials he found no land | 
prepared for crops this year.

Constitution Cotton Pickers Gather Fleece 


In Coweta Fields Despite Grunts and Groans

DISPATCH FRO M' 
THE PATCH, Sept. 8.—House- 
maid's knee and secretary's stoop 
can't hold a candle to cotton pick- 
er’s back, as any of these red- 
faced newspaper people stooping, 
swatting and squinting up and 
down the aching acres at D. R. 
Lee’s far : here can tell you. 

Coweta county cotton grows un- 
commonly low, we’ve found. The 
bushes are waist-high, but the 
stuff we're after, that white busi- 
ness, strikes you somewhere be- 
tween the ankle tops and _ the 
shins. 

Sitting here under Lee's prize 
water oaks, 
perched on my overalls, fingers 
bruised and battered after hours 
of “boll-ing,” we have a good view 
of the field, as we feebly muster 
strength to send a communique 
to the outside world. 

You might call this a “wheoo” 
by “wheoo” description of The 
Constitution’s fight against the la- 
bor shortage. 

In left field we have Miss Jack- 
je Thiesen, of the society depart- 
ment, who gave up stooping over 
long ago, and is now sitting down 
to pick, lifting the body only 
enough to craw! from bush 
bush along the row. 

“Urumph” she mutters 
gives us a dirty look as we yell 
across to find out how she’s do-| 
ing. 

Oceans of Lotion. 

They 
left Atlanta, years and years ago | 
at 7 a. m. this morning, about the 
bottle of hand lotion she brought 
along. But now, even some of the | 
men are rubbing it into their sore, | 
scratched fingertips. 

That red and blue and yellow 
striped umbrella a couple of rows 
away marks the spot 
Sharp is hard at it. His shirt is 
dark with sweat, and even the 
crown of his fatigue hat (“an 
boy, is that well named,” he'| 
sighs) is perspiration soaked. 

White- haired Stiles Martin, 
state news editor, is holding up 
the best of the lot. He finishes 
his row long ahead of the others, 
and even goes back to clean up the 
“shirt-tails” left by the less profi- 
cient.

| Dr. Newton ‘and several of his 
veteran pickers came down to 
Newnan today for that city’s offi- 
cial cotton holiday, and Coweta 
County Farm Labor Manager, 
John J. Hood, brought them out 
to our patch for a while.

“It’s really getting a workout,”’ 
Mrs. Lee laughs, as she hands 
Frank Eubanks, of the business 
office, a ‘glass.

For War Work 


NEW , YORK, Sept. 8—(>)— 
American casualties in the war 
“have run at the rate of one 
American fighting man _ killed, 
captured, wounded or reported 
missing every nine minutes,” 
Charles E. Wilson; of the War 


Production Board, said today in 
urging greater war production. 

The WPB executive vice chair- 
man appealed for wider use of 
plant-wide production bonuses, 
and formation of more .labor- 
management war production drive 
committees. 

He said in the current issue of 
Factory magazine that while “pro- 
duction rates have risen constant- 
ly and are still rising, they did 
not meet July’s’. substantially 
stepped-up schedules in every 
category, notably in airplanes.” 

Wilson said, “it is disturbing to 
have to report that recently there 
has been plants—exceptions to be 
sure—in which not only the rate 
of production but production it- 
self has fallen off as much as 25 
per cent for no clear, visible rea- 
son.” 

“I am advocating the principle, 
wherever applicable, of increased 
payment to labor in exact ratio to 
increased production on a plant- 
wide basis over a specified period 
of time,” he declared. 

All workers would receive a 
bonus under Wilson’s plan, in- 
cluding “engineering and operat- 
|ing management below the rank 
of top company executive,” he 
| said. 


Textile Mills 
Told To Work 


On Tires, Yarns 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8—(#)— 
Synthetic tires and combat planes 
got new “green lights” from the 
War Production Board - today 
when 12 major. textile mills were 
ordered to devote their facilities 
exclusively to production of cot- 
ton and rayon tire cords and 
rayon yarns for self-sealing fuel 
tanks after October 1. 


The directive emphasized the 
increasing importance of tires 
and combat planes in ordering 
that all prior directives, regula- 
tions ard orders under which the 
mills are operating give way to 
the new production formula. 

The decision to divert the mills, 
| hitherto engaged in production of 
_cotton duck textiles for military 
' use, is in line with the developing 
|WPB policy of utilizing existing 
plants in the tire program, rather 
than authorizing new plant con- 
struction. 

Shortly before he resigned, Wil- 
liam R. Jeffers, ex-rubber direc- 
tor, announced a tentative plan 
for a $95,000,000 expansion of 
tire manufacturing facilities. The 
program was revised later to pro- 
vide for installation of $27,000,- 
000 in new equipment in existing 
plants. 

Recent improvement in the cot- 
ton duck supply situation freed 
the mills for the new job.
